HAVE often heard the assertion, even from Sm'ialifita: ‘’Trimitive (‘hriatianity wa.s .social- 
I YV I “what tho Socialist.^ want, hafi aln^dy been realized in the community of the primitive 

Chnstians.” Yet tlii.s is pot ijuite corrert, or rather in the main it is incorn*ct. Sociallsin is 
a modern idea. It is based on the development of the hand*tiN>l into a machine, on the devcloi»- 
ment of hand production into machine priMlnction. Socialism r<»<inires steam and electricity. 
Production on a large scale, 6uch ns has been esubiish^ during the capitalistic era, is myessarv to it h.« a 
starting point. 'J’herefore it is iionsensi* to talk of “S^dalislic primitive Cliristiaiis.” In tlioM.* days 
communism was all that was pos.sil)le, that is, the t'olIediTe use of articli*s of eonsiiniption. 

But a thomngh study of the earlv history of C-hristianity leads us to the following results even in 
regard to communism: 

1. A comiminitv of worldly goods was nowhere dirertly required liy Christ, altliough it o.visted be* 
fore bis very eyes in the Essonian .“ect, to which he iicloiiged. 

2. The goods of the first disciples at .lern.salem were certainly held in common. However tliat com* 
munity producer! nothing, but was .«iip|virted by charity In other words: (iowis were only t'onsiimed, 
none were produced. .\nd this communistic condition was -not rcpeati*il in any of the chundies wliiidi the 
apostles founded. A feeble imitation wa.s attempted seteral huqdred yca^^ later in the monasteries, e.'^pcci* 
ally in the mendicant orders. It was commimisin, not S(X‘ial’sm. 

The virtue which Christ commanded was resignation in poverty and suffering, not a striving for tlie 
goods of this world. “Take no thought for your life, wliat ye shall eat, nor for the body wlierewithal ye 
shall he clothed; for your heavenly Father knowrth that ye have need of these. Swk first the kingdom 
of God and hi.s righteousnes.s.“ (Luke, 12: 22.) 

Just so -with tlie apostles. They all pn*arji tlie crucifixion of the flchh. the renunciation of all 
desires. St. Paul indeed often e\hort> the disciplcji to contrihule to the colla tion for the benefit of tie* 
“saints and the church at Jerusalem.” But thew contributions were cniirely xoluntarv. ,\f a matter of 
fact, the charity even of these early disciples often rifquired a stimiiluh. and the apostle was rcpc.itcdly

Business 
houses curtail expenses when their 
business falls off ami when the raw 
material advances in prii’C. hut how 
can this out a figure with the street 
car company? A manufactory suf¬ 
fers .sonic loss from wear and tear 
of factory and machinery, but the 
street car company still runs'a good 
many shabby cars and ciTtainly no 
amount of operation can bring wrar 
on its principal stock in trade, its 
franchise. .A franebise. while it 
lasts, is indestruetable and not af¬ 
fected bv the elements—and the 
Milwaukti' franchise has still nearly 
thirtv vears to run! The cost of 
living is higher, of course, but that 
falls on the employes, not on the 
hlood-sueking stncldtolderw and gen¬ 
eral managers—they always have 
lived on the fat of the land. The 
swell clubs have not gone up on 
their prices for terripin. and pate 
de foi gras, and eharapatgnc, so far 
as we have heanl.

Tbey contribute toward es- 
tnblialiiug a better standard, which 
lielps to rdoente tlw poor Into a larger 
coDception of what tbe phrase ”ncccs 
sarlcs of life'* meana. nod wltlt tbo en¬ 
largement of tbo conception comes the 
demand for better sbeller. better food, 
better clotblug and better cbances for 
their clUldrcu. But tl»ese workers do 
some ha'rm. too, since, ns a rule, tbey 
aUy awoy from tbe conslderatioo of 
causes and concern themselves only 
with effects, to which tbey apply tbe 
imlllatlvo of charity. Tbey seldom 
alarm “vested Interests” and are miu- 
ally on tbe bedf of terms with tbo 
proflters by the system upon wboso 
cousequences they benevolently war. 
In essence tbey are tbe almouera of 
tbe kind lienrted rich. They are amia¬ 
ble and conscientious men and women, 
but neither they nor tbe syuipatbetlc 
people who open tbclr purses to them 
are ever likely lo make much head¬ 
way against the curse of poverty, 
which Is reKi>on«llile for the alums. 

In the Metropolitan Magazine some 
months ngo Mr. Leroy M. Scott de¬ 
scribed the labors of the college aettle- 
menta and other agcncle*. volunteer 
and official, which strive to make life 
happier on New York'a east side. He 
gave full credit for what had bc*en 
done, and no one could rend Uls report 
without sharing his respect for the 
workers In the i-aiise of ameliorating 
the lot of the pncketl population of the 
tenements. But he added this, which la 
profoundly significant. a« n contribu¬ 
tion to the solution of tbe "problem of 
bouKing the i>oor;“ 

“Quite different In ebnmeter from 
tbo foregoing force* and exerting a 
greater Influence than any of them for 
the lM*tlerm<‘nt of east side ix)ndltlons 
Is the great force which pn^cetsls from 
the organization of people In trades 
unions. Whatever he may think of evr- 
laln pmeUces of trades unions, no fair 
man ran deny that they more than any 
otln r single movement have l>een ro 
sponsltd<- for the Improvenu'iit that has 
taken plnre In the coniUlIon of worSi- 
Ingmen In rctvnt years. t)n the east 
side, ns elsewbor?. conditions arc iK'tler 
In mnseqtiotiee of the organization of 
latior. Wages are higher, hours of work 
are shorter, the environment of work Is 
better, nnd these Improvetl eoixlltlons. 
which linnii'dintely affect the hrend- 
wlnni'F. also immediately offect the 
f.'imlly anil the home.”

Wbst la tbe cure? Congress, wblcb 
bas power to act. will bo asked do 
doubt to clear away tbe foul rookeries 
■0 unfit for human beluga to live lo and 
rq)lace them with better tencmeots. 
Tbat Is always tbe remedy proposed in 
SQcb oases. It commends Itself to tbe 
ordiocry tnind as practical and imme¬ 
diate. 

So It la as to any particular slum. 
Much admirable work of tbe kind has 
been accompilsbed In New York. There 
are localities bere where now we hare 
exceilcot honoct and small parka tbat 
BO many years ago wore •llagraoed by 
tumbledown tmUdJngs and disease 
breeding, unspeakable Miualor. 

Cut in New York, as in London and 
other great cities, where tbe “problem 
of bousing tbe poor” attracts tbe atten¬ 
tion of tbe phltantbroptc. It is found 
that the people who are unboused by 
tbe cieaalug out of ousluin are uot tbo 
ones who lieeome tbe tenant# of tbe 
better strueturoM that arise.

The average uiimber of persons in 
1 family being a fraction over five, 
md there being in each case two or 
more wage-earners, the report shows 
that the average annual income of 
sueii families «-as $827. The pur- 
nose of the report being to ascertain 
die cost of living, as compared with 
n-ages received, the interesting fact 
'S given that the average annual cost 
if the necessaries of life for eaeh 
if the families enumerated was just 
R7ij8. or BS5 less than the amount of 
wages received by each. 

Kiiw let us see what incentive to 
ifc-long toil is held out by these 
figures to the average American 
family, and in this conneetion the 
fact should be considered that the 
familie inferred to in this report of 
the Bureau of Labor are in reality 
more fortunately circumstanced 
than the majority of families with 
one wage-camCr, who according to 
the census reports of 1900 is in re¬ 
ceipt of only $487 a year for his toil.

Under capitaliem people have to 
bo made good bj law. Yet, altbongh 
there arc more law, than even the 
lawyer, can he famliar with, the 
people are etill dishonest. Not dis¬ 
honest in the capitalist sense, maybe, but dishonest in the sense of the 
strictest accountability as iucmber.s of the human brotherhood. The 
human family is beset by rascality on all sides. It is hard, of cour-se, 
to single out any one class of human harpies edmmon to modem husi- 
ness life as being more flagrant than the rest, but certainly there are 
few who arc worse than the professional medical fakir. .4nd the modern 
capiulist daily stands sponsor for his hold-ups. 

Take up a single issue of a city daily's Sunday edition and look at 
the fake doctor aovcitisements,, full of palpable untruth, deception, 
false promises of money returned if no cure is effected, transparent 
nostrums, fake electric belts, etc., etc., ad nauseum. Every one knows 
these doctors arc a hunch of rascals, almost without exception, a lot of 
ravening wolves preying upon the misfortunes and infirmities of a cap- 
italismH'ursed race, daring, shameless and insatiable, spreading physical 
ruin in homes without number, poisoning thousands on thou.sands with 
their damnable drags recklessly administered—and growing more dar- 
ing and putting out more and more indecent pictures week by week. 

And if these ertaturcs are dishonest, wlmt of the newspapers 
through the use of whose coliunns they ply their miserable trade? 
What is it but a game of plunder, in wfaieh the newspapers assist for 
part of the plunder? It is a well known fact that these quacks are 
liberal advertisers and ready and profitable pay. 

Pick up one of Hearst's .Sunday sheets and look at the medical ad¬ 
vertisements. There, aa in many other capitalist dailies, you will fipd 
the adverli.somcnts of rascals who have been exposed on more than one. 
occasion. What docs Hearst care? Well he knows that the victims of 
these sharks are mainly the working class, who are driven to supposed 
short cuts to health from fear of regular doctor bills, hnt what does ho 
care! Ue makes up for the wrong he dc»s his readers by publishing 
teniperance editorials on another page. It reminds one of a chni^ 
getting its funds by means of a lottery or gambling device. As with 
Hearst, so with the. other capitalist publishers. In private they i^I 
freely admit that their medical advertisers arc undoubtedly fakes and 
swindlers of the people. Y’et they are so filled with business dishonesly 
that they have no. scruples against such a source of revenue. Dividends 
mu.st be paid at any cost. 

In what we have written there is no desire to take a stand against 
medicine. In the ca.se of religion Socialism takes no stand, nor would 
the Socialist commonwealth do so, for religion has to do with bdiefs in 
things s[)eculatiTe, and the right to believe and to speculate as to a 
future existence is the individual’s own affair. Neither would it meddle 
w ith the people's beliefs or unbeliefs in medicine. While many Social¬ 
ists apply the same reasoning to the health of the human body that they 
do to tlie health of the collective body, and hold that palliatives and 
so-ealled curatives are worthless, and that causes and not effects must 
be dealt with to gel actual and right resnits, still there is ttis differ¬ 
ence between the human and the collective body, that the one is the 
personal concern of its owner; while the entire'eommunity have a stake 
in the other. 

But Socialism will deal with the drug quack, nererthcles.s. It will 
deal with him by indirection, in that tt will take away all incejitivo to 
bo a medical fakir. Under Socialism it will not pay to be a fakir of 
any kind. Therefore, no pay,.no fake!

WHERE DO WE STAND? 

Chicago, .Tan. 10.—Mr. Editor: 
In Illinois one is hirdly considered 
a Socialist unless he oppares, or at 
least i.cnorcs, present movements for 
municipal and slate, ownership. This 
policy is of late origin. Formerly 
the Socialists of Chicago believed 
that, as .TOch ownership would elim¬ 
inate dividends and other profits, it 
should be advocated by Socialists, as 
in accord with their principles. 

A pamphlet “How l.s Get Social- 
aim." hv Ernest Unterrian. is re- 
commened as the best argument for 
this departure. Mr. T'nti-rmsn say.s 
Socialists deny that they are op¬ 
posed to "piibiic rapitali.-m,'' that is, 
municipal ownership, yet if his 
argunients are soond they amount 
to a strong opposition. Th.- weekly 
Chicago .Socialist actively opposes 
municipal ownership as heinf “only 
a phase of eapilaliam,'' adiniiting 
that sneh policy is in opposition to 
the platform; in fact that p iper no 
longer prints the platform. 

Mr. Uutennan'^’siateuienl of cer¬ 
tain economic laws seems new and 
'strange. He a.«sunies that “wages 
would fall when lower passenger and 
fre'ght rates would niako tbemaelves 
felt in public life." He docs not ex¬ 
plain how. Whoso wag&s would fall? 
The worker who rides on tlic rail¬ 
road? Should tho landlord r<^p 
the whole hfnefit, and no more, 
surely the worker would he no worse 
off, and the latter would then know 
that the landlord is the next robber 
to abolish. 

Is it the railroad worker whose 
wages would be reduced bv low 
rates? Impossible. Low rales'wmld 
inereaso such wagas. Low rates for 
piMcngcrs, freight, telegrams, etc., 
*D^ a greater use of the things in- 


tion to each other is utterly fallaci¬ 
ous; except that utder normal con¬ 
ditions cost fixes a limit below which 
price cannot go. Cost does not check 
the upward tendency of price. 
Prices rise while wages remain sta¬ 
tionary or even fall. Rockefeller 
raises tbe price of oil even wnile the 
cost of oil is reduced. It is because 
oast has no influence on price that 
Socialists oppose monopoly and 
pri^ilege. Ihe force.s that extort high 
prices. If cost were the limit of 
price there would be no Socialists. 
Price can be lowered to cost pliLs 
interest, under rapitalism. or to
